REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
teach a cassette having assay components comprising: a receptor that exhibits specificity for a 
ligand, a microparticle that exhibits specificity for the receptor, and a liquid crystalline material 
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wherein the assay components are contained within a mixing chamber or a holding chamber. 
Abbott et al. (US 2004/0038408) teach a substrate comprising a liquid crystal material used for 
an assay wherein a receptor exhibits specificity for a ligand, but fail to teach a microparticle 
exhibiting specificity for the receptor and the liquid crystal material contained within a mixing or 
holding chamber. Woolverton et al. (US 6,171,802) teach detection of ligands wherein a ligand- 
receptor complex is detected using a liquid crystalline material, but fail to teach a microparticle 
that exhibits specificity for the receptor and the liquid crystalline material contained within a 
mixing chamber or holding chamber.
